Difficulties may be piling up 


mountains high in o\u- path, because we lack the confidence in oursalves to 
-^attack them. 
We are fearful of disaster and hesitate; and the longer we 


hesitate, the bigger they seem 
But if we look upon them courageously, 


feel that we have the power within us to conquer every one of them, they 
,wlll immediately lose all power to cow us. 


Or we may need t'he word Persistence to set us free from our special 


burden. 
It may.be some habit that,is filling our life with unhappiness, and 


our efforts to get rid of it are too spasmodic. They are not persistent 
enough. 
Or perhaps our search lor work, or more congenial worlc, lacks 


persistence. 
We halt so much, that \\e make little progress. 


Maybe tho word we need is simply Gladness. Gladness has a won- 


derful power for accomplishing things. It is like sunshine. 
It gives life 


and vitality and power to do 
Gladness makes life joyous, for it attracts 


friends and success and good of all kinds. 
If our, burden is gloom and 


pessimism and things generally going wrong, let's apply that magical word, 
Gladness, and see if a change is not soon wrought. 


But whatever our trouble or difficulty is, let us hunt for the word 


that will free us from it. 
There is no need to be sadly resigned. 
We do 


not have to trudge all our days under the weight of it. 
Something which 


we need and which we lack will free us from it. 
Let us find it, apply it, 


and not only will the trouble disappear, but our lives will be the richer 
because of our acquisition.

Delegate Lampson of Heavy Ar- 


tillery Fires First Gun,x

Representative Grosser of Cuyahoga 


County Launches the "Official" Ini- 
tiative and 
Referendum

Columbus, O., Jan. 20.— (Special.) 


—The first charge of the heavy a,rtil- 
lory against the initiative and refer- 
rndum forces in the convention came 
when Delegate Lampson 
of Ashta- 


I'ula offered proposal No. 1, -which 
reeks to make it impossible to en- 
graft the single tax system on the 
state of Ohio. Delegate Lampson is 
opposed to the single tax, and is not 
enamored o£ the "I. & 'R." The con- 
tention of some of the opponents of 
the initiative is that the Bigelow 
propaganda has been with the one 
view of getting the single tax. Del- 
t-gate Lampson's proposition has got 
en the nerves of the initiative back- 
ers, and moe than that, it has stir- 
led up the Interests that want a 
classification of property for taxation 
purposes. 
As offered, the Lampson 


propo»al cuts oft all chance of classi- 
fying property as well as making a 
single tax law impossible of enact- 
went. 


Mr. Lampson explains that he is 


not opposed to some features of the 
classification proposition and that he 
Is willing to amend his proposal to 
permit limited classification, so long 
as it does not interfere .with his in- 
tention to eliminate the single tax. 
The single tax rooters in the conven- 
tion admit lhat they will lose their 
interest in the initiative if the Lamp- 
son single tax throttling is accom- 
plished.

The initiative and referendum prop- 


osition which Mr. Crosser of Cuya- 
fcoga has presented to the con\en- 
tion is the "official" Bigelow plan to 
all intents and purposes.

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MOVEMENl OF WATER IN 


L 
PLANTS

HE soil water, holding in solution a great 


variety of plant nutrients, passes from 


the root hairs into the adjoining cells and 
gradually moves from cell to cell throughout 
the whole plant. In many plants this stream 
of water does not simply pass from cell to 
cell, but moves through tubes that appar- 
ently have formed for the specific purpose 
of aiding the movement of water through the 
plant. 


The rapidity of this current is often con- 


siderable. 
Ordinarily it varies from one foot 


to six feet per hour; though observations are 
on record showing- that the movement often 
reaches the rate of eighteen feet per hour. 
It Is evident that in an actively growing 
plant It does not take long- for the water 
which is In the soil to find its way to the 
uppermost parts of the riant. 


THE PEKIN 


T 


HE Pekin Is almost universally acknowl- 


edged to be the best duck for market, 


and justly so. Those who are not ready to 
so acknowledge it have certainly never sot- 
ten hold of a good strain. It must be re- 
membered that not. every white duck Is a 
Pekin. In every farm yard and many city 
lots you see a flock .of white ducks and if 
you ask the owner what breed they are, he 
will tell you Pekins, rod perhaps you could 
call them that for want of a name, but I con- 
sider Puddle duck would be better. 
They 


are generally small or medium, sized birds 
and in no way but their color resemble the 
genuine Mammoth Pekin. The genuine, pure- 
bred Pekir. should weigh S pounds for the 
duck and 3 pounds ^for the drake when full 
grown. The standard weight for young ducks 
is 7 pounds, young drakes S pounds, and 
they easily reach this weight without forc- 
ing; in fact, It is very easy to get them even 


larger than this and our best pens are en- 
tirely composed of birds that are overweight 
without being.overfat. 


But it is not in their immense siae that 


their principal value lies, but in their,Quids 
growth. It is not very unusual for them, to 
weigh 3!/i pounds at six weeks, ami \\e icgv- 
larly S'et them to weigh 6 pounds the drakes 
aVid 5 pounds the ducks when they are three 
months old. which is as long as they should 
be kept if for market purposes. 
In fact, in 


the early spring we begin marketing them at 
six weeks old so as to-get; the high prices 
that prevail at that time. 
Now. is the best 


lime 10 set eggs to catch this market. 


It is the same as with ^broilers—it Is the 


birds hatched out of season that command 
the best prices. 
Fertility a,nd hatchability 


may not run as high as they will later on, 


j but this is more than made up for by'the 
I price you get for the market ducks. 


After experimenting with a number of 


different ways of feeding and a different feed 
for thffeient ages we have tor the sake of 
cpnven'ence'adoptea pne; and the same1 math 
for all sizes and ages and prepare it after 
the lollowlng formula, which we find per- 
fejjtjv satisfactory: 
Bight pails bran, four 


palls coin meal, two pails alfalfa meal, one 
pail blood meal. Choose pails of the size nec-

This mixture is first mixed dry"iuid"- 


then water is added to make a wet (not 
stoppi) mash. 
For the small breeder it 


would be handler to mix up a large box of 
dry mixture and then just1 dip out and wet 
up what is required' for each meal. Th|s: 
mash is fed twice a day, night and morri- 
ing. all they will e'ai up clean; at noon we 
feed gieen feed.- barley1' or alfalfa cut in a 
feed cutter, air they will eat. This Is for

the adult, birds or breeders ! The crowing 
youngsters must be fed often*, four or flv* 
times a day for the first month, and three 
math feeds a; day for the next two months.

Keep-.grit, shell 


and charcoal .In front of them all the time. 
When they'are very small we mix chick grit 
in their mash. Fresh water twice a day at 
least, but hone to swim lii when you are 
trying to fatten them; in fact, the treat- 
ment of the duck depends a great deal on 
what you are raising them for. If for breed- 
ers, plenty of rang* and water to swim In 
after they .are two weeks old. If for the 
market, close cpriftheirient ('after the. flwt 
month) arid no water except for drlnklhg 
purposes, or they; will exercise (swim) the' 
fat off as fast as you can feed It on.

FARMERS MUST DIVERSIFY

REVENUE FROM ROADSIDE 


FRIJIT TREES

HE auction sales of natlv* fruit grown 


on the trees bordering the country 


roads in the township of Linden, adjoining 
th'e 
city of Hanover, yielded this autumn 


{6,612 marks (14-906). Along certain stretches 
of these roads the yield bas amounted to 
1,300 
marks ($357) per kilometer, or at the 


rate of $595 per mile. The province of Ban- 
over has some 7,000 miles of country nigh- 
ways bordered with fruit trees, the profit of 
which Is _ appropriated toward ttta upkeep 
of the roads. These roads, which are com- 
monplace to the native resident, are the- de- 
light of the American tourist, who often 
wonders why roadsides in the United States 
are not thus planted to-fruit. 


This application of the beautiful, prac- 


tical and economic possibilities embraced in 
the control of such public property as roads 
Is a fine illustration of the community thrift 
of the German. During the thre* or four 
weeks* period of ripening sharp-eyed old 
watchmen, on bicycles, patrol the roads, be- 
ing particularly active on Sundays, when the 
people ^re put in large numbers. It is for- 
bidden to pick up fruit from the ground, and 
to knock it from the trees is subject to a fine 
of 100 maVlcs ($23.80) or more for each of- 
fense. Laws and regulations for the gen- 
eral pood, however, excite such respect on 
the pert of the German that cases of theft 
of fruit from the highway-fruit trees^rarely 
occur.

Koference to 
ihe Moroccan Ques- 


tion," by 
Count 
von 
Bernstarl'f, 


German ambassador at Washington 
appears in the current issue of the 
Outilook. 
It is as follows: 


The Moroccan question has passed 


out its controversial stage and 
is 


now a part c.f history, so that we are 
able to look back on it with an im- 
partial spirit and to judge the aims 
and results ot the German govern- 
ment's action with fairness — a fair- 
ness \\hieh seemed ito be sometimes 
lacking during the heat of the dis- 
cussion. 


It is v,ell known that until 190 J 


England and Prance were contend- 
ing with each other for supremacy 
in Morocco. 
Then followed the An- 


glo-French agreement of April, 1904, 
and in the fall oi" the same year a 
French banking syndicate contracted 
a new large 
loan 
with 
Morocco. 


Privileges of such importance 
were 


giranted to this group of banks that 
the eventual fact of the 
sultan's 


empire seemed to be decided. Ger- 
many. 
however, 
intervened. 
The 


emperor visiired Tangier, and a few 
months later the conference of Al- 
gecirais was held. 
In fair words it 


proclaimed the independence of Mo- 
rocco and the sovereignty of the sul- 
tan. 
It also created a multitude of 


provisions and stipulated .the "open 
door" in Morocco. Ait the saute time, 
however, police powers were granted 
to France and Spain in eight 
open 


Moroccan ports, and, furthermore 
the treaty 
concerning the 
above- 


mentioned loan was ratified 
with 


certain 
amendments. 
Above all, 


owing to the long Alegro-Mo<rocean 
border line, ithe conference could not 
prevent French influence in Morocco 
from continuing and even spreading. 
On account of the wholly unsettled 
and untenable conditions in Morocco 


-which it is no use denying — op- 


portunities 
for 
the 
exertion 
of 


French influence could not long be 
wanting. 
In fact, the occupation of 


Cjda and the bombardment as well 
as the 
occupation 
of 
Casablanca 


soon .followed. 
All this could have 


been prevented only if Germany had 
been inclined to restore order in Mo- 
rocco 
and firs't to 
go to war, as 


would 
have 
been inevitable, 
with 


the Powers hostile to such an act on 
aer part. 
The course of events will 


a.iways prove to be more powerful 
than the most perfectly worded trea- 
ty provision, and the Algeciras Act 
could not be expected to alter 
the 


fact that Morocco and her inhabi- 
tants no longer in themsel\es pos- 
sessed the 
strength to 
reorganize 


their country. 
Some enthusiasts be- 


lieved that Muley Hafid would 
be 


able to perform this task, but they 
sooii had to recognize that, notwith- 
standing his skill and ability as 
a 


statesman, he did not have the pow- 
er to bring 
about 
the 
necessary 


changes without foreign assistance. 


For the German government there 


was therefore only one way open to 
protect German commercial interests 
in Morocco. \iz., by securing France's 
protection of tho^e interests. 
This 


result was achieved by the Morocco 
agreement of Feb. 9, 1909, 
which 


expressly mentioned 
the 
Algeciras 


Act as its basis. 
Clearly the object 


of this agreement could only be to 
delay French advance in Morocco as 
long as possible, so that 
German 


traders, farmers and manufacturers 
were in the meanwhile, under 
this 


same French protection, guaranteed 
by treaty, able to consolidate their 
interests in Morocco in such a degree 
that a French protectorate could not 
destroy them. 
Xo one who- knew 


the conditions in Morocco as 
they 


really were, and not a-s one perhaps 
\\lishcd them to be, could entertain 
the sligHto&t doubt 
that a French 


protectorate must in the comrse 
of 


time be established. 


This would have been considered 


the natural course of events had the 


i>er't of a.ffairs not suddenly chang- 


ed when M, Pichon retired from the 
Fieuch toreign office and was replac- 


ed 
by^ M. Oruppi. * it 
<t seems 
that 


colonial fanatics who could not await 
the ripening of the Moroccan fruit, 
took advantage of this change to ou- 
taiiu Hie consent of the new minister 
of foreign affairs for -the expedition 
to Fez. The pretended danger of the 
military mission and of the European 
colony in consequence of the rebel- 
lion of tribes in the neighborhood 
of Fez 
formed a welcome 
pretext. 


The capital was reached and mili- 
tary posts were 'to be withdrawn to 
the- coast as soon as possible. H w«s 
evident that the larger part of the 


• countiv woiiild. like 
the 
Schanja 


' province, soon be directly controlled 
1 by Ihe French agents and military 
' authorities. 


During all this time semi-oftlcial 


Gorman newspapers had 
constantly 


reiterated that, according to commu- 
nications, received in Gcnuany, the 
Europeans in Fez were not ait all in 
danger. When these hints proved to 


I be of no effect, the North 
German 


Gazette of Apiil 30, 19H. addressed 
a new 
warning to 
Prance, which 


could not be misunderstood, declar- 
ing that a suhan governing with the 
aid of France no longer represented 
the sovereign sultan as defined 
by 


the Algeciras Act, and that Ger- 
many therefore would' be entitled to 
iresnme her former freedom of 
ac- 


tion. 
This warning was not heeded. 


Bvents took their course and it was 
soon clear that the south of Moroc- 
co would also be drawn into 
the 


growing unrest. In this case the se- 
curi'ty of the Europeans living there 
— among them many Germans — 
might indeed have been in 
danger, 


since there were no French troops 
in the south, and no forces of the 


j sultan which could be counted 
on. 


i At any rate, several German firms 
feared that their interests and their 
officials were in danger, and during: 
die month of June asked the German 
government ,for protection. As a con- 
sequence, the German cruiser Pan- 
ther was sent to Ag-adir. 


The French newspapers published 


during these days prove 'that, at'te." 
having been startled at first, Fsrencn 
public opinion 'very" soon 
perfectly 


understood the meaning of this step. 
For any one who had .followed the 
course of the iloroecan question, it 
was inconceivable that 
Germany 


should suddenly wish to conquer Mo- 
Toccan territory. 
Even during 
the 


most critical moments of the whole 
affair, German had alwa>s emphati- 
cally declared that she pursued only 
economic interests in Morocco, and 
this with good reason. 
For Ger- 


many the •occupation of some 
part 


of Morocco—aside 
from 
the 
war 


which no doubt would have ensued 
—could mean nothing else than a 
long and continual display of mili- 
tary forces perfectly out of propor- 
tion to the possible gain. The friend- 
ship of the Moroccans for Germany 
naturally would have 'turned 
into 


enmity as soon as sh.e .followed 
the 


example of France and took up the 
role of an aggressor. It' >is only nec- 
e3Sary to glance at the map 
and 


look at. the sea route from 
"Wil- 


helmshaven, in German, 'to Morocco, 
by way of the Biriti&h Isles, to un- 
derstand what it would have meant 
for Germany to send- a large military 
force to Morocco. 'This would,ho\v- 
e> er. have been unavoidable, 
siince 


without such a force it would 
have 


been impossible to subject to Ger- 
man rule the sturdy tribes ot South 
Morocco, all the 'more so 
because 


they would have tried to obtain help 
from their Algerian neighbor. 


As aliready noted, the attitude of 


Germany was soon understood 
in 


Paris. 
The error ot the expedition 


to Fez having been made, there was 
nothing lett but to bear the conse- 
quences and pay dearly 
for 
what 


otherwise, 
in 
the 
course of time, 


might have been obtained 
without 


any sacrifice w.hatevei 


There could be no doubt 
what
